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DETAILED ACTION 

■ Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because one or more of the reference numerals described in 
the specification are incorrectly labeled. For example, reference numeral 21 is described in the 
specification (page 6) as a "connector" but instead appears to be an LCD projector as shown in 
Figure 4. Also, reference numeral 15 is described as a "liquid crystal panel" in the specification 
but appears to be lenses from looking at Figure 2. Applicant is advised to review all the 
reference numerals shown in the drawings to make sure they match the description in the 
specification and claims. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior 
version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the 
remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of 
the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be 
necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after 
the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" 
or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.

2. Claims 1-7 are allowed.

The primary reason for 
allowance of the claims is the inclusion of a plurality of optical fiber bundles having sectional 
areas different from each other and connectors for connecting the plurality of optical fiber 
bundles and enabling magnification control of first and second lenses provided at the insides 
thereof This particular feature in combination with other recited features of the claims is 
considered patentable over the prior art of record.
